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Strangers  are  admitted  to  see  the  Asylum  on  TUESDAYS, 
WEDNESDAYS,  and  FRIDAYS  from  10  to  12  o’Clock  in 
the  Morning  and  2 to  4 o’Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

Boxes  are  provided  for  receiving  any  Contributions  to  be 
distributed  as  rewards  to  the  Pupils ; also  a Book  for 
entering  any  Donation  or  Annual  Subscription  which 
Visitors  may  be  disposed  to  give  to  the  Institution. 

CONCERTS  are  given  in  the  MUSIC  ROOM  the  First 
MONDAY  of  every  Month,  in  the  AFTERNOON,  at  Three 
o’clock,  except  during  the  Summer  and  Christmas  Vacations. 
Admission  free. 


FORM  OF  LEGACY.

The  events  to  be  reported  for  1888,  if  not  affording 
unmixed  gratification,  happily  leave  little  to  mar  the 
satisfaction  with  which  the  Committee  meet  the 
subscribers  and  other  friends  of  the  Asylum  for  the 
Blind. 

A considerable  portion  of  the  property  of  the 
Institution  being  invested  in  Consols,  the  reduction  of 
one-quarter  per  cent,  in  the  Government  Bunds 
materially  affects  the  ordinary  income  of  the  Asylum, 
and  as  this  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  meet  its  normal 
expenditure,  the  necessity  of  increased  subscriptions, 
for  which  an  earnest  appeal  is  made,  is  evident. 

The  Committee  have  also  to  provide  for  exceptional 
outlay,  which  is  inevitable  from  time  to  time,  in  order  to 
iseep  the  Asylum  in  proper  condition  as  well  as  to 
adapt  it  to  modem  requirements. 

The  walls,  yards,  and  other  parts  of  the  premises 
ave  been  renovated  where  required,  and  a threatened 

scarcity  of  water  rendered  an  additional  largo  cistern 
necessary. 
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Second  only  in  importance  to  a supply  of  water 
was  the  long  felt  want  of  a good  system  of  ventilation. 
The  Committee,  after  careful  investigation  of  several 
plans  submitted  to  them,  carried  out  a method  which, 
there  is  no  doubt  will  conduce  to  the  health  of  the 
inmates.

This  is  much  below  the  number  for  which  there  is 
accommodation,  there  being  now  18  vacancies,  some  of 
which,  however,  will  shortly  be  filled  up. 


The  number  of  applications  for  admission  each  year 
differs  very  considerably,  this  year  it  was  lower,  while 
the  number  discharged  was  somewhat  higher  than 
usual. 

The  Committee  gladly  recognise  in  the  great  success 
of  ophthalmic  surgery  a noteworthy  cause  for  a reduction 
in  the  number  who  would  otherwise  be  eligible  for 
institutions  of  this  kind. 

Of  the  twelve  pupils  who  were  discharged,  seven 
remained  the  full  term  of  seven  years  and  were 
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qualified  to  materially  contribute  towards  their  own 
support.  This  is  kept  in  view  as  the  great  object  in 
arranging  employment  while  here.  It  is  sought  to  give 
such  an  education  and  trade  instruction  as  may  best 
conduce  to  the  welfare  of  the  Pupils.  Their  success  after- 
wards depends  much  upon  the  help  they  may  receive ; 
and  here  the  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  the 
readiness  with  which  clergymen  and  others  exert 
themselves  to  obtain  employment  for  the  blind  and  to 
create  an  interest  in  them  in  the  parishes  to  which  they 
belong. 

Of  the  five  others  discharged,  two  left  short  of  the 
full  time,  but  not  before  they  had  received  valuable 
instruction  ; two  left  from  ill  health,  and  one  death  took 
place  from  consumption. 

Considering  the  class  from  which  the  blind  pupils 
are  generally  obtained,  with  inherited  constitutional 
feebleness,  the  sickness  and  death  rate  is  exceedingly 

low. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Examiner’s  Report 
of  the  School  will  he  read  with  satisfaction  : — “ There 
was  every  evidence  of  careful  and  unremitting  work  in 
the  elementary  subjects;  geography  and  history, 
especially  the  latter,  gave  proof  of  full,  accurate  and 
intelligent  teaching.  The  grammar  and  essays  of  the 
girls  in  Standard  IY.  were  perfectly  satisfactory,  and 
the  recitation  throughout  the  School  was  intelligently 
done.  Great  improvement  in  the  physique  and  carriage 
of  the  children  was  very  observable.” 
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The  Music  Master,  Mr.  S.  Rootuam,  reports  that  a 
great  deal  of  good  work  has  been  done  during  the  year 
on  the  Organ,  Pianoforte,  and  in  Singing,  especially 
among  the  Male  pupils,  some  of  whom  give  promise  of 
future  excellence  ; he  regrets  he  is  not  able  to  report  so 
favourably  of  the  Female  pupils. 

The  trade  returns  are  a little  less  than  last  year, 
when  they  were  considerably  beyond  the  average. 
This  is  due  to  a contract  which  kept  the  blind  journey- 
men fully  employed.  We  regret  to  say  this  contract 
terminated  with  the  year,  and  the  consequence  to  the 
out- workers,  unless  it  be  replaced  by  other  work,  will 
be  most  serious.  Without  employment  they  cannot  be 
retained.  This  justifies  an  urgent  appeal  to  the  public 
to  send  orders  to  the  Asylum  for  baskets,  mats,  cane 
work,  &c. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the 
Hon.  Physician,  the  Hon.  Surgeon,  and  Hon.  Surgeon 
Dentists  for  their  services  during  the  past  year,  also  to 
tho  several  ladies  and  gentlemen  whose  names  appear 
in  our  general  list  of  acknowledgments  for  various 
gifts  and  services  rendered  to  the  Institution.

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CHAPLAIN’S  EEPOET. 


I hare  a pleasing  duty  before  me  in  presenting  my 
second  report  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  condition  of  the 
pupils  of  the  Blind  Asylum. 

Although  nothing  of  an  eventful  character  has 
occurred  during  the  past  year,  I have  been  quite 
satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  the  pupils,  male  and 
female.  Their  behaviour,  as  I have  observed  it,  in 
the  Weekly  Service  and  Classes,  has  been  aU  which  I 
could  desire ; the  spiritual  convictions  of  most  of  them 
appear  deepened ; their  recognition  of  moral  obligations 
seems  to  have  become  clearer ; and  their  conduct  has 
not,  so  far  as  I can  remember,  called  for  a single 
reprimand  from  me  throughout  the  year. 

I have  naturally  made  enquiry  also  about  the  way 
in  -which  they  have  conducted  themselves  daily  in  the 
Institution,  and,  "while  occasionaHy  little  delinquencies 
have  occurred  among  the  children,  what  I have  heard 
serves  only  to  confirm  the  opinions  I have  formed 
independently,  and  expressed  above.

I have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  very  favourably 
on  the  health  of  the  pupils  at  the  Bristol  Blind 
Asylum. 

During  the  past  year  my  services  have  been  in 
requisition  less  than  usual,  and  excepting  the  case  of  a 
poor  girl  who  died  from  consumption,  there  has  been  no 
serious  illness. 

A few  minor  ailments  have,  of  course,  occurred,  and 
one  or  two  pupils  have  been  sent  to  the  Infirmary ; but 
on  the  whole  the  amount  of  sickness  has  been  very 
little.

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RULES  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  APPLICANTS 
FOR  ADMISSION. 

1 > — That  they  are  required  to  come  decently  clothed,  and 
with  change  of  clothes. 

2. — That  if  any  applicant,  after  admission,  is  found  to  be 
■deficient  in  intellect,  afflicted  with  fits,  or  with  any  other 
disorder  prejudicial  to  the  Pupils  of  the  Asylum,  such  person 
will  be  immediately  returned  to  his  parish  or  friends. 

3.  — Persons  applying  for  admission  are  desired  to  observe 
that  the  object  of  the  Institution  is  not  to  provide  for  the 
permanent  support  of  those  taken  under  its  protection,  but  to 
teach  them  the  means  of  gaining  a livelihood  for  themselves. 

4.  — Candidates  for  admission  must  in  all  cases  be  recom* 
mended  by  a Life  Member  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  twelve 
months’  standing. 

5.  — That  previous  to  the  admission  of  any  candidate  the 
friends  or  parishes  shall  pay  the  first  half-year’s  board 
money  in  advance , and  engage  some  respectable  inhabitant 
in  Bristol  to  become  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  such 
half-yearly  payment,  always  in  advance , and  on  failure 
thereof  such  blind  persons  will  be  sent  home  to  their  friends 
or  parishes. 

6.  — Should  a Pupil  be  dismissed  for  misconduct  or  leave 
the  Institution  from  caprice  or  otherwise,  without  the 
approval  of  the  Committee,  before  the  expiration  of  the  six 
months,  no  portion  of  the  money  so  advanced  shall  be 
returned. 

7.  — That  each  Person  recommended  by  a Life  Member  or 
Subscriber  of  tu'elve  months’  standing , living  in  the  jmrisli,  or 
one  adjoining  that  of  the  jjerson  recommended  ( provided  the 
other  requisites  are  satisfactory)  be  received  in  preference  to  any 
other  candidate. 

8.  — No  Male  applicant,  who  is  under  Nine  or  above 
Twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  no  Female  under  Nine  or 
above  Twenty-five,  can  be  placed  on  the  list  of  candidates. 

9.  —The  Pupils  are  usually  allowed  One  Month’s  holiday  in 
the  Summer,  and  Two  Weeks’  holiday  at  Christmas,  but 
such  holidays,  together  with  the  times  of  their  commence- 
ment and  termination,  are  entirely  at  the  option  of  the 
Committee.

The  Parents  of  the  greater  number  of  the  Blind  are  unable 
to  bear  the  expense  of  educating  their  children  in  Institutions. 
It  has,  therefore,  been  deemed  advisable  here  to  insert  some 
of  the  laws  that  now  exist  in  favour  of  the  Blind,  to  show  how 
far  they  can  be  assisted  in  their  education  by  the  Guardians 
of  the  Poor. 


LEGISLATION  IN  TIIE  INTEREST  OF  THE 
BLIND  AND  OF  DEAF  MUTES. 


Guardians  may  Maintain  and  Educate  in  Certified  Schools. 

25  and  26  Vic.  (1862),  cap.  43,  sec.  1.  The  Guardians  of 
any  Parish  or  Union  may  send  any  poor  child  to  any  school 
certified  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  supported  wholly  or 
partially  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  the  managers  of  which 
shall  be  willing  to  receive  such  child,  and  may  pay  out  of  the 
funds  in  their  possession  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance, clothing,  and  education  of  such  child  therein,  during 
the  time  such  child  shall  remain  at  such  school  (not  exceeding 
the  total  sum  which  would  have  been  charged  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  child  if  relieved  in  the  Workhouse  during 
the  same  period),  and  in  the  conveyance  of  such  child  to 
and  from  the  same,  and  n the  case  of  death,  the  expenses  of 
his  or  her  funeral. 

Sec.  9.  No  child  shall  be  sent  under  this  Act  to  any 
school  which  is  conducted  oa  the  principles  of  a religious 
denomination  to  which  such  child  does  not  belong. 

Sec.  10.  ....  The  word  “ School”  shall  extend  to 
any  Institution  established  for  the  instruction  of  blind,  deaf, 
dumb,  lame,^  deformed,  or  idiotic  persons,  but  shall  not  apply 
to  any  certified  Reformatory  School. 
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Guardians  may  send  Deaf  Mutes  or  Blind  to  Uncertified 
Schools. 

31  and  32  Vic.  (1868),  cap.  122,  sec.  42.  The  Guardians  of 
-any  Union  or  Parish  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Poor  Law 
Board,  send  any  poor  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  child  to  any 
school  fitted  for  the  reception  of  such  child,  though  such 
school  shall  not  have  been  certified  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  the  25th  and  26th  years  of  Victoria,  chapter  43. 


Guardians  may  subscribe  towards  support  yf  Institutions , 
Associations , Ac. 

42  and  43  Vic.  (1879),  cap.  54,  sec.  10.  Whereas  by  Section 
4 of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act,  1851,  Guardians  are 
authorised,  with  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  public 
Hospital  or  Infirmary  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  extend  the  said  section.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  as 
follows : — 

The  provisions  of  the  said  section  shall  extend  to  authorise 
the  Guardians,  with  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  any  Asylum  or  Institution  for  blind  persons, 
or  for  deaf  and  dumb  persons,  or  for  persons  suffering  from 
any  permanent  or  natural  infirmity,  or  towards  any  Associa- 
tion or  Society  for  aiding  such  persons,  or  for  providing  nurses, 
or  for  aiding  boys  and  girls  in  service,  or  towards  any  other 
Asylum  or  Institution  which  appears  to  the  Guardians,  with 
such  consent  as  aforesaid,  to  be  calculated  to  render  useful  aid 
in  the  administration  of  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

Provided  always  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorise  any  subscription  to  any  Asylum  or  Institution  unless 
the  Local  Government  Board  be  satisfied  that  the  paupers 
under  the  Guardians  have,  or  could  have,  assistance  therein 
in  case  of  necessity.
